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~ Imambara, and oBt^BlfeT a beautiful sJWwwi with 
Clock Tower 220 feet high. The Imambara Hall 
is filled with mirrors and candlesticks, and con¬ 
tains the King's throne, covered with beaten 
silver. The Jami Masjid, with three domes and 
two minarets, is perhaps the most satisfactory 
specimen of*. Oriental architecture in Lucknow 
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
